On the morning of the 5th November, 1967, some inhabi- 
tants of village Asachara, Mizo Hills, reported at Vaseitlang 
Border Out Post that during the preceding night about 30 
hostilcs armed with rifles and light machine guns had looted 
anti set lire to their houses and had also killed one of the 
villagers. Shri Sulakban Singh, who was the Company Com- 
mander of the outpost, sent out a patrol to intercept the 


hostiles and himself led another pattol to Asachara to track 
them down. The Police party pursued the hostiles thiough 
trackless jungles and steep mountainous areas for over 
eighteen, hours. Ultimately, the Border Security Force patrol 
detected the hostiles’ hide-out on the 9th November. That 
night Shri Sulakhan Singh launched a surprise attack on the 
hostiles' camp. The hostiles fought back savagely but could 
not hold out for long against the determined attack led by 
Shri Sulakhan Singh. Three of the hostiles were killed and 
the rest lan away into the surrounding thick jungles. Shri 
Sulakhan Singh and his party further pursued the hostiles 
and captured a large quantity of arms, ammunition and 
equipment. 

In this action Shri Sulakhan Singh displayed exemplaiy 
leadership and devotion to duty,
